Every Convention has a special atmosphere and we are all privileged recipients of this 
blessing. May we open our hearts and minds to receive this power and let it penetrate 
our being and our relations. Every Convention is not only an occasion to hear and 
receive, but also a time, unlike others, to turn ourselves to higher influences and let 
them raise us to greater heights. 

We have also the opportunity to allow the blessings from the Great Ones to fill us, 
and the whole of Nature to bring teachings of the source of life and love. 


May those who are the embodiment of Love immortal bless with 
their help and guidance this Society, founded to be a channel for 
their work. May They inspire it with their Wisdom, strengthen it 
with their Power, and energize it with their Activity. 

I am happy to open this 136th Annual Convention of the TS. 


When we look into ourselves we 
wonder about the gradual process of a 
material body coming to an end. Many 
people arc afraid that this will be the real 
end. But perhaps we can know by what¬ 
ever knowledge we have of Theosophy, 
or of some philosophy, that indeed we 
have only been concerned with a small 
part of life. The sojourn in other worlds 
may make us think, when we come back 
again to life at the physical level. Some 
part of what we arc thinking, our thoughts 
of both what has passed and what may 
come, suffering and pain perhaps, make 
us realize what needs to be done — to 
bring a quality of tranquillity and peace 
in the physical sphere. 

Our thoughts may make us a little more 


aware, especially now that the human 
being has more power and knowledge at 
his disposal. In the beginning he may be 
entirely self-centred. But he goes on until 
he discovers that there is a great world of 
marvel on every side in the natural sphere. 
To sec this and act rightly in the face of 
the vast world around us, full of beauty, 
wonder, and the possibility of more open¬ 
ing to greater knowledge, is an incredible 
happening. How can we live, as we ought 
to be, aware in greater and greater 
measure of the beauty of life and the 
opening of our vision to greater experi¬ 
ence? There is so much to think about. 
The small things of everyday life, although 
they need to be looked at and dealt with, 
matter only a little bit. The great thing is 
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to see an ever larger space, and grow 
inwardly so that the existence of this 
physical body is of no importance. 

In the Bhagavadgita , Arjuna realizes 
that Sri Krshna represents the Divine Life. 
He asks Krshna: ‘Who is the One without 
a second who is above all things; deign to 
tell me without reserve of Thine divine 
glory.’ Then Krshna points out how he is 
seated at the heart of all things and there 
is no end to his Being. ‘Whatsoever is 
glorious, good, beautiful and mighty, 
understand thou that to go forth from a 
fragment of my splendour.* 

This means that the qualities men¬ 
tioned by Sri Krshna exist everywhere in 
manifestation, both in form and in con¬ 
sciousness. There is increasing perfection 
and infinite variety in the forms which 
emanate out of him. Human beings can 
study and partly know this perfection and 
something of the Cosmic Order through 
revelations of Beauty, Intelligence, Love 
and other divine qualities. HPB calls this 
the spiritual and psychic blending of man 
with Nature’. 

The beautiful, for example, can be seen 
even in ordinary things, and what a man 
thinks below his level can be destroyed. 
So there arc numerous people who do 
not hesitate to turn a part of the earth in¬ 
to material which will promote a large 
amount of money, or what people think 
is the equivalent of money. This is one 
of the important reasons why species 
after species disappears from existence. 
They arc considered unimportant as 
living beings and that they deserve this 
fate. Hundreds of varieties of insects and 


other small creatures arc put to an end in 
this way. 

But the words of the Bhagavadgita tell 
us that this kind of attitude is not worthy 
of being regarded as spiritual. What is 
spiritual is to see the beautiful everywhere; 
the good and mighty arc all around us, 
even in things which we may regard as 
dead. So the ordinary individual may go 
into a desert, forest or a piece of land 
which is nearby, and regard it all as use¬ 
less or needing change. But in fact, what 
he sees is quite different. Everywhere in 
the desert and forest upon this earth 
the splendour and light of the divine 
shows itself. But we must have the eyes 
to see. 

The eyes do not see except perhaps a 
little bit now and again. In one of Dickens’ 
novels, there is a crude and unpleasant 
person who sees no good anywhere, but 
sometimes he feels an affection for the 
dog which is attached to him and follows 
him. This is a metaphor for the little bit of 
perception that even the ‘worthless of 
human beings’ have. Those who arc more 
advanced see not only the wonderful 
qualities in Nature and in forms but also 
in consciousness, while the average 
person secs like the savage seeing a little 
bit of the loveable in the dog which 
follows him. 

HPB with her extraordinary insight saw 
the hidden goodness even in characters 
which appeared crude to others. When she 
was asked why she met such people she 
replied that she could not help it. ‘The 
spiritual and psychic blending of man with 
Nature’ exists even in a person of no 
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character and this could be seen by one 
who had advanced much above other 
human beings. It is to this hidden but 
essential factor that we have to look to 
know what our own future will be and 
what the Cosmic Order reveals to those 
who have begun to see. 

This is true as David Bohm found by 
his study of the universe. He said, in his 
book. Wholeness and the Implicate Order , 
that Order and Unity arc part of implicate 
order, which constitutes a fundamental 
reality. Man would be quite a different 
person if he discovers, or begins to dis¬ 
cover, this characteristic, which shows part 
of itself in all of life. But we arc so 
occupied by our ambitions, worry, and 
other things which belong to the personal 
self that we do not realize what actually 
exists. Only the enlightened people fully 
comprehend this fact; therefore, the world 
in which people arc destroying every¬ 
thing, changing things according to their 
likes and dislikes and so on, is not real. 
Therefore, the world is may3. 

Mays docs not refer to what we 
understand. What we perceive and experi¬ 
ence, is not total illusion, but since it 
converts and gives meaning to everything 
according to its own likes and dislikes, it 
is illusion. What we see is not what exists. 
The Bhagavadgita says: ‘Thyself indeed 
knowest thyself by thyself.’ This means 
that when we have a false understanding 
of ourselves, everything else we think that 
we know is also not true. This knowledge 
is of paramount importance, and sooner 
or later we have to come to it. This is all 
meditation: To know that even the smallest 


things that exist arc resplendent with that 
element of divinity which makes them 
equal to the highest, that the lowest of 
things contain within, the divine element. 

Laurence Bendit and his wife, Phoebe, 
write in one of their books that while 
looking at a handful of common earth they 
became aware of a great light shining 
through what seemed ordinary earth. It is 
the presence of divine glory and all 
enlightened people know this. 

Arjuna asks how a person knows that 
immortal existence which lies at the heart 
of everything, from the earth which may 
appear dead, to the unlimited life, God. 
Then Krshna says: ‘I am the self, seated 
in the heart of all beings.' The whole of 
Cosmic Order reveals Beauty, Intelligence 
and Love. It is left to each one, to cleanse 
and uplift his nature so that he or she secs 
this and not the ordinary objects open to 
the psyche of every man of the world. 

So, as Thcosophists, part of our work 
is to become aware of this glorious nature 
which is omnipresent. How can this be 
done? We can discuss that; but first of all 
we must realize, at least intellectually, that 
in every particle of existence there is the 
divine clement. It makes all the difference 
for a person to be aware of even a little 
part of that fact. 

The teachings of Theosophy arc ex¬ 
tremely important for those who wish to 
understand the nature of life. The quicker 
their understanding takes place, the faster 
is the progress made towards a new life. 
For instance, Reincarnation and Karma 
arc not teachings, they arc a necessity 
which must become embedded in 
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consciousness. Reincarnation makes one 
understand little by little; our experiences 
and circumstances teach us when we want 
to learn. But they can be quick if we are 


The Indian Section, as pointed out many 
times, is the largest. We must therefore 
consider what is needed in other areas that 
remain small. The General Secretary of 
the Indian Section writes that of all living 
things man is perhaps the most unique, 
because of his thinking capacity which 
makes him more free than all living beings 
on earth. He says: ‘It is a strange and 
ironical phenomenon that most of the 
problems in the world have been created 
by man.’ So we have to understand 
whether man is really thinking of the 
problems facing him and other creatures 
in the right way. The Indian General 
Secretary also says: ‘Behind the present 
crisis lies the crisis of moral and spiritual 
lives and it is only through the affirmation 
of what is right that we can give meaning 
to our lives.’ 

The sense of values is needed for good 
action to arise from right concepts. In the 
words of HPB: ‘Every mean and selfish 
action sends us backward and not for¬ 
ward, while every noble thought and 
every unselfish deed are stepping stones 
to the higher and more glorious plan of 
being.’ The Indian Section more than any 
other must concentrate on the regene¬ 
ration of this country and the world. 

Many Indian activities took place 
which we cannot, in a limited time, 
describe, but we feel happy that the Section 


in a position to grasp them, or slow. What 
we are saying is meant to help us to 
advance quickly and help those who are 
coming along.

has been active both at the Headquarters 
and elsewhere. Adyar Day was observed 
on 17 February as usual and a good talk 
was given by Prof. Anjan Chakravarthy. 
The eighty-eighth South Indian Theo¬ 
sophical Conference was also held as usual 
at Adyar and many members participated. 
A camp was held for study of At the Feet 
of the Master in October at the Section 
Headquarters to mark the centenary of its 
publication. A National Seminar on ‘The 
True Path of Theosophy’ was held in 
Hyderabad and the following points were 
considered: Why the Society was formed 
and how docs it help humanity in its 
progression; and the responsibility of the 
members to themselves and to the world. 

The General Secretary, Brother 
S. Sundaram, visited several places in the 
vast country and gave talks. He was 
supported by various people, Messrs 
N. C. Ramanujachary, C. A. Shindc 
and P. K. Jayaswal among others. 
They, of course, spoke in many other 
places. The Vice-President, Mrs Linda 
Oliveira, and Bro. Pedro Oliveira were 
the main guests at many conferences 
and Federation meetings. 

The Section had to surrender a small 
part of its land to the city of Varanasi to 
improve the traffic, but while this may be 
regretted, at the same time it vastly 
improved the Capital Fund of the Section. 
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We arc told that important matters were 
discussed at the Headquarters and this was 
very fruitful. 

In Pakistan, the TS is functioning 
minimally at its Headquarters in Karachi, 
owing to the political conditions. In Sri 
Lanka, work goes on at the Headquarters 
in Colombo and a few other places but 
conditions have been difficult. 

The American Section is still by far the 
largest after the Indian Section, and 
increased its membership to 3328. They 
produced a large number of video as well 
as audio cassettes for Lodges to make use 
of. This year, a special video entitled 
Milwaukee Memoirs was produced, as a 
tribute to Miss Joy Mills who began her 
career in Milwaukee. She is one of the 
Section’s oldest members. 

The Section has development work on 
its website all the time, while the archivist 
continues to expand resources to reach 
a larger number of people. A big project 
of the Section was the installation of 
a Security Camera system in the main 
building and the bookstore. The Section 
is very happy to receive favourable reports 
on the Dalai Lama in Chicago, hosted 
by it. 

It may be realized that there arc various 
ways in which to present the work: one of 
them is to gather everything about a 
particular area but another is to put all the 
Sections together in a continent. This time 
wc are going to try the latter. But alas! 
We do not have the report from Canada 
to get the American area completely. So, 
we will pass on to Puerto Rico where the 
work is continuing in spite of many 


difficulties. Much of their Headquarters 
was occupied until recently by Alice 
Bailey admirers. We are not against them 
or anybody else, but obviously they do 
not belong to our Society. They were 
merely using it for their own benefit. This 
was to such an extent in Puerto Rico that 
it became a problem, but it has been 
solved. They left and the work is going 
on ‘with confidence and enthusiasm’. 

Visits from Nclda Samarcl and Juliana 
Cesano in Dominica were appreciated, and 
they hope to have them again. It is 
reported from the Dominican Republic 
that the Thcosophical Society is slowly 
growing there. They had a public lecture 
by Juliana Cesano with fifty members. 
Much help was given by Mrs Magaly 
Polanco. They are looking for an adequate 
and secure land where they can have a 
National Centre. 

The Cuban Section also had many 
difficulties because the Government of the 
country is in the hands of communists 
who arc anti-religious, but in spite of that 
in January last, the Convention of the 
Society took place. The building in 
Havana seemed to be in danger, like many 
other buildings, of being taken over by 
the Government, but that problem has 
been overcome. In spite of all the 
difficulties the Section has nearly 600 
members. 

Brazil has had new life put into it, with 
an increase in numbers instead of a fall; 
this year the membership is twenty-three 
above, the previous one showing a total 
of 730. The number of Lodges and 
Groups is fifty. Special attention has been 
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given to Lodges, Study Groups and 
unattached members, who have received 
support for their work. About 1,500 
copies of their magazine arc brought out. 

The Thcosophical Summer School was 
held in January on the theme: ‘The 
Wisdom of the Bhagavadgita. It had 
150 members as participants and Mr and 
Mrs Oliveira were the main speakers. 
The regional meetings arc also being 
stimulated with the result that a small 
number of younger people have joined. 
The Department of Culture concentrated 
on planning and coordination, and efforts 
have been made to render the activities to 
be known more by the public. 

In Costa Rica the report says that there 
was a small decrease in membership, but 
there are four Lodges and one Centre of 
Studies. We can hope for improvement 
in this country since there were three 
Lodges earlier and they have been able 
to increase the total number. 

The Lodge in Chile was suspended for 
a few months after the earthquake, but 
they could repair the damage caused to 
the building. They are also concentrating 
on electronic communication in addition 
to various other activities. The news from 
HPB Lodge in Cochabamba is in Spanish. 

I am unable to understand for the present 
what is taking place in Bolivia. But 
probably they arc doing all right. 

Peru has been trying hard to keep going 
well. There arc twenty-three members; 
and in spite of difficulties, work goes on 
seriously. HPB Lodge studied CWL on 
the inner life and three other books, and 
their magazine continues to be published. 


They are pleased with their victory in the 
second stage of the court case about the 
land. In Uruguay, which used to be a 
Section, there is for the last two years a 
reduction, but they are carrying on. 

The Theosophical Society in West 
Africa celebrated seventy-five years of 
work and marked it by a public lecture by 
Dr Kwadwo Tutu. It is good to know that 
they want many more such lectures. The 
total number of members is 243, and 
plans arc afoot to step up activities. The 
Theosophist goes to several libraries and 
universities. The Ivory Coast is struggling 
along because of war conditions. But 
a resumption of activities is taking place 
and they hope that with peace the work 
can continue. 

East and Central Africa is spread out 
in four countries and the guest speaker. 
Miss Mary Anderson, gave talks at all 
the Lodges. Nairobi Lodge has a rich 
collection of books of interest. Various 
types of programmes to attract new people 
have been tried. In Kitwc, the new Lodge 
building has been opened. Public lectures 
were organized in Nairobi and also mem¬ 
bers’ meetings. In Kitwc and Mufulira, 
work has been carried on in spite of 
difficulties as there arc only five Lodges, 
but efforts arc being made to revive some 
of the others, so that the Section can 
continue to be important. The TOS work 
was carried on and something is done for 
the different kingdoms. 

In South Africa, five Lodges arc active. 
One of the members, having studied 
Theosophy, has returned to Lubumbashi 
where he wishes to form a Lodge, for 
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which he has received help from East 
Africa and other places. 

The Theosophical Society in Ireland 
is growing steadily and slowly, from 
‘strength to strength'. During the past 
year, Belfast Lodge held regular meetings, 
starting initially with meditation. Phoenix 
and Coleraine Lodges arc going on with 
regular meetings. In May, North and 
South Ireland members met together and 
had a programme. 

The English Section had a good 
Summer School, we arc told, and Mr 
Bhupendra Vora delivered the Blavatsky 
Lecture. Several well-attended weekends 
took place in the Section. The main centre 
of activities is the Headquarters where 
work goes on throughout the year. A 
distance learning unit has been started 
with 134 students, which some of the 
students found very helpful. A similar 
course will be run in the next year also. 
The English Section says it is working 
hard. Wales has four Lodges and a Centre 
with a total membership of ninety-five. 

One of the problems that must be faced 
in several places is the belief that corres¬ 
pondence or regular exchanges by post, 
can replace personal contact, which in 
my opinion is not true. It is only personal 
contact which can develop universal 
brotherhood in reality, not merely on 
pieces of paper although they may contain 
fine words. 

The European work goes on in various 
places but the number of members varies 
very much. In Slovenia, there are four 
Lodges and sixty members. Schools of 
Theosophy took place in two venues, but 


of course, with a small attendance. The 
annual meeting was held in Celje, and they 
have started a website, with the result that 
some new bookshops have been selling 
theosophical books. 

The Italian Section is by far the largest 
in Europe. They concentrate on a good 
fraternal relationship, service and medi¬ 
tation. The General Secretary quotes the 
words of HPB: ‘Search for the Paths. But, 
O Lanoo, be of clean heart before thou 
startest on thy journey. Before thou takest 
thy first step learn to discern the real from 
the false, the ever fleeting from the 
everlasting. Learn above all to separate 
head-learning from Soul-Wisdom, the 
“eye” from the “Heart" doctrine.' What 
wonderful words which all of us Thco- 
sophists need, to guide us! 

The Section has been celebrating the 
1 ()5th Anniversary of National Unity 
when HPB's connection with Mazzini and 
Garibaldi was brought to the fore. It is 
reported that the financial situation of the 
Section is ‘balanced and positive'. The 
Italian Section has now the possibility of 
circulating volumes in English, thanks to 
an arrangement with TPH, Adyar. The 
Section worked with France and 
Switzerland to organize a seminar in 
Ascona which was attended by more than 
a hundred members and sympathizers. 
The General Secretary says that constant 
touch with Adyar enables it to function 
better. The TOS in Italy is very active and 
has helped the general work of the 
organization a great deal. 

The work in Iceland was centred on 
Krishnaji’s statement: ‘You arc the world 
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and the world is you.’ The Section has 
changed its name, to which is attributed 
the influx of new members of whom there 
were twenty-two. Their newsletter con¬ 
tinues to come out three times a year and 
the magazine Gangleri twice a year, going 
to about 500 subscribers. There were 
several new publications including Light 
on the Path. 

The French Section has public lectures 
twice a month, in Paris and Marseilles. 
Seminars were organized at the Head¬ 
quarters and the annual Convention had 
as its theme ‘Truth is a Pathless Land’. 

In Greece, their magazine, l/isos, has 
been printed regularly and three books 
were reprinted. A Theosophicai study 
group named Hermes Trismegistus has 
been started in the city of Thessaloniki. 
The Lodges have been generally doing 
well. In Croatia, they have had visits from 
Slovenian members and Miss Mary 
Anderson. Their magazine has been 
brought out for the eighth year. 

In Germany, they had the theme ‘The 
Journey is the Goal’ for the Summer 
School. There arc altogether 111 mem¬ 
bers. In Belgium, they have eighty-eight 
members in eight Lodges. The new 
Headquarters building has been renovated 
and a house-warming took place with 
about fifty people present. The Section 
celebrated its centenary and hopefully the 
membership will increase. 

In the Netherlands, there are 386 
members and a close relationship with the 
International Centre at Naarden. J. J. van 
dcr Leeuw’s The Conquest of Illusion was 
translated and a paperback version was 


presented to all members. The Theo¬ 
sophicai Society in Finland is doing well. 
There are 437 members. Theosophy has 
been in Finland for more than a hundred 
years. The Society runs a Centre in 
Kreivila in the South-West. A book was 
published, entitled Truth and Life ofYrjo 
Kallinen , a Theosophist who was Defence 
Minister of the country, and founded three 
Lodges. This has given some publicity 
to the Theosophicai Society. The Theo¬ 
sophicai Society in Sweden also has 
long-standing members but is not doing 
so well. Stockholm continues to have 
study groups, and weekends are organized 
when possible. There arc many problems 
in Norway. Isis Resende from Brazil 
visited the Lodges in Bergen and Oslo. 

The Presidential representative in 
Hungary says that the number of members 
is thirty-nine. Many of the members live 
in different places in the country but they 
arc carrying on. 

The Society has sixty-two members in 
Ukraine in four Lodges. Seminars have 
been held in several places, but there is 
hope that the work will progress. 

Singapore Lodge has 366 members but 
all have not renewed their subscriptions. 
The principal source of the income for the 
Lodge is membership subscriptions and 
also book sales. Meditation courses, study 
of The Mahatma Letters and The Key to 
Theosophy and other lectures took place. 
Thirty-six members of the Lodge partici¬ 
pated in the International Convention. 

The report from Abraham Oron, Israel, 
is full of enthusiasm. Members went out 
into Nature once every two months for 
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Study and Meditation. An inter-religious 
convention was held in May with 140 
participants. Four courses of Theosophy 
were conducted. Three active study 
groups meet once a month. The magazine 
Or (Light) has been regularly published. 

The Australian Section’s report has 
come from the retiring General Secretary 
at the very end of her term. We therefore 
do not know how far her suggestions 
will make headway. The Section’s website 
has been redesigned. There arc now 
1133 members. The Retreat Centres in 
Queensland and New South Wales arc 
proceeding well. 

The TOS has now many active cen¬ 
tres throughout the world. It intends to 
make a little impact with material towards 
the work of the world organization, the 
UN. It has enlarged and improved its 
initiatives. 

The School of the Wisdom'proceeded 
to organize programmes which were 
appreciated. Dr V. V. Chalam conducted 
the first one with many occasions for 
meditation. The second one was three 
weeks long and dealt with topics of 
importance. It was led by Prof. C. A. 
Shindc. The third one was conducted by 
Mr Ricardo Lindcmann from Brazil and 
dealt with interesting connections between 
Astrology and Theosophy. 

The Olcott Education Society has five 
units of which the largest is the Olcott 
Memorial High School which has been 
regularly improved. The two annual 
reports of the school and the TS must be 


compatible with each other; this has 
become necessary because the Olcott 
School is settled in the Society’s premises, 
so also the Social Welfare Centre, the 
HPB Hostel and the Animal Welfare 
Centre. It is also proposed to run the 
Vocational Training Centre in the com¬ 
pound. A beginning has been made by 
shifting initial work to Damodar Gardens 
and by having a training programme in 
electrical and plumbing work. 

The Bcsant Scout Centre helped 
1,500 children, by providing camping 
experience in the compound of the 
Thcosophical Society. An open shelter for 
multi-purpose use has been added to the 
camping site. 

The last twelve months have brought 
higher royalty compared to the previous 
year to the Thcosophical Publishing 
House. It is proposed to increase the 
subscriptions of the magazine. Three new 
editions and eleven reprints were brought 
out during the past year. Manpower 
constraints affect all our work and make 
a difference. The Adyar Library and 
Research Centre suffers from lack of 
competent scholars and we hope the 
situation will improve in our favour in the 
next few years.

The net interest income received for the year was Rs.9,055,745/-. after transferring 
a sum of Rs.7.903,958/- to earmarked funds. The gross interest for the year ended 31.03.11 
has increased by Rs.52,318/- compared to previous year. 

The Fees and Dues received during the year amounted to Rs.3.007.126/-, as.against 
Rs.2.153.651/- in the previous year. The Theosophical Publishing House (TPH) shows a 
surplus of Rs.963.542/- in the current year, as against Rs. 951.960/- in the previous year. 
The income from publication has gone down to Rs. 2.979,783/- in the current year, as 
against Rs. 3.612.315/- in the previous year due to lower exports and non-availability of 
some titles. The Royalty receipts have increased from Rs. 190.224/- in the previous year to 
Rs. 667,805/- in the current year due to recovery of pending royalty from Brazil. General 
Donations received during the year amounted to Rs.279,583/-, as against Rs.283.294/- in 
the previous year.

Bhojanasala and Leadbeater Chambers show a negligible surplus of Rs.4,474/- in 
the current year as against the deficit of Rs.320.890/- in the previous year. Boarding receipts 
have increased from Rs. 750,538/- in the previous year to Rs.1.161,650/- in the current 
year. Lodging receipts have increased from Rs.572,485/- in the previous year to 
Rs.626,935/- in the current year. 

The deficit in the Garden is Rs. 1.374,638/- in the current year compared to 
Rs.1,185,815/- in the previous year, due to increase in the general maintenance expenses. 
The gross return in the cultivation account shows Rs. 169,272/- in the current year compared 
to negative gross return of Rs.76,150/- in the previous year which is mainly due to good 
returns on coconuts. 

In respect of the Maintenance Department, the net expenditure has increased to 
Rs.5,616,476/- in the current year compared to Rs.5,115,965/- in the previous year.

Repairs and maintenance of buildings, electricity charges, maintenance of 
electrical and water supply installations constitute a significant part of the overall expenses 
of the Maintenance Department, besides other maintenance expenses and office expenses. 
Maintenance of boundary walls was less in the current year compared to previous year as 
major work on boundaries were taken up in the previous year. Renovation and repair work 
of Lcadbeater Chambers, Garden Dept office, Olcott Bungalow, painting of shrines & water 
proofing of some buildings was done during the year. 

Many buildings are old and need renovation in the coming years like River 
Bungalow, etc,. The cost of building materials is very high and increasing day by day. 
Labour has also become scarce and very expensive. Therefore, significant increase in the 
maintenance department expenditure is anticipated in the coming years.

The amount spent on charitable work for the year was Rs.3.426,635/-, as against 
Rs.3.129,421/- in the previous year. The charitable expenses include the amount spent on 
education, animal welfare, hostel, social welfare and medical aid.

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In the case of the Adyar Library, the net deficit is Rs.604.805/- in the current year 
as against Rs.594,300/- in the previous year. The Theosophisi and Adyar Newsletter show 
a deficit of Rs. 169,387/- in the current year, as compared to Rs. 62.561/- the previous year. 
The deficit has increased as the subscription income has reduced. Vasanta Press shows a 
surplus of Rs. 275,520/- in the current year as against deficit of Rs. 463,369/- in the 
previous year. The surplus is due to increase in printing receipts by Rs.587, 069/-. The 
expenditure of the School of the Wisdom is Rs.72,871/- in thfc current year compared to 
Rs. 59,752/- in the previous year. An amount of Rs.52.534/- was utilized for book gifts as 
compared to Rs.98,128/- in the previous year. 

(d) Other Costs; 

The total cost of Establishment and International Offices was Rs.4,027.507/-, as 
against Rs.3,555.548/- in the previous year. 

Surplus; 

There is a surplus of Rs.506.518/-after transferring Rs. 1,000,000/- to Adyar Besant 
Commemorative Endowment Fund in the current year, as compared to a surplus of Rs. 
497.390/- in the previous year. 

h Capital Expenditure; 

The total amount spent on capital account was Rs. 176.712/- and relates to 
computers, printer, refrigerator, grinders, pumps etc. 

5 . Overall fQsitign; 

The overall financial position of the Society continues to be satisfactory. During 
the year the Adyar Besant Commemorative Endowment Fund, which is the Society's main 
endowment fund rose from Rs.59.230,850/- to Rs. 66.442,766/- and Other Funds from 
Rs. 117,550,371/- to Rs. 122,132,795/-. 

Although the overall financial position seems to be satisfactory, viewed against 
ever increasing finance requirement for repairing/renovating number of old buildings, 
compound wall and providing somewhat reasonable remuneration to the employees, liberal 
donations from members and sympathizers are sought.

THE THEOSOPHICAL PUBLISHING HOUSE 


The twelve month period from April 
2010 to March 2011 turned out to be the 
successive sixth year of robust overall 
financial performance for the Publishing 
House; primarily due to higher royalty 
collections, 3.5 times higher compared to 
the previous year. Sales declined by 16%, 
due mainly to non-availability of many 
titles, lower export sales, and lower sales 
in the Bookshop. 

Subscriptions to journals remained 
static. This has resulted in a deficit for The 
Theosophist and the Adyar Newsletter. 
Five year subscriptions for overseas have 
also not provided earnings. An increase 
in the Theosophist Endowment Fund by 
the TS and therefore in the interest 
thereon, could be an additional means to 


reduce the deficit in view of the low 
number of subscribers. 

For the period October 2010 to 
September 2011, three new editions and 
eleven reprints were brought out despite 
manpower constraints. The work of the 
editorial office is being managed by partly 
outsourcing typesetting. Many titles arc 
pending processing and stuck at various 
stages and our list of out-of-print titles is 
growing, resulting in part fulfilment of 
orders. Manpower constraints continue to 
affect operations. The online bookstore 
www.adyarbooks.com, which went ‘live’ 
during the year 2009, is generating a 
modest number of orders regularly.

Nora Simon from 
Norway is assisting its work since October 
2011. The Library has at present nearly

OLCOTT EDUCATION SOCIETY 


The OES continued to function under 
the Chairmanship of the TS President, Mrs 
Radha Bumicr. All the five units of the 
OES were active during the year. 

Oleott Memorial High School 

The school provides free education and 
has around 485 students; 215 girls and 270 
boys. New students, 38 in number were 
admitted to the 1 st standard and 22 others 
took admission in higher classes this year. 
The students were provided free 
textbooks, breakfast of kanji, protein 
supplement with the noon meal, two sets 
of uniforms for each child, stationery and 
notebooks. Health check-ups were done 
and workshops on personal hygiene and 
cleanliness, healthy food and eating habits 
were organized. Guidance and counseling 
continued, many children and parents 
were able to get advice and support in 
dealing with problems both academic and 
emotional. Several teaching aids were 
prepared by the teachers and used. Extra 
classes for children needing additional 
academic support were regularly 
conducted. One of the city Eye Hospitals 
which did a free eye check up for students 
found our children with better eyesight 
than in other schools and attributed the 
same to the nutrition programme. 
Computer literacy has improved amongst 
members of the staff. Communication in 


English was another area of focus. The 
talks on theosophical tenets given by 
Mr Harihara Raghavan have been of 
special value to the students and teachers. 
The 10th Standard (SSLC) Board result 
this year has been an all time high of 
98.2%. Sports was given due importance 
and children enjoyed the regular hours 
on the games field. Craft education 
was continued. 

Social Welfare Centre 

This year the centre took care of 92 
children who were provided with 
nutritious food, milk and fruits. The 
children were taught colouring, numbers, 
alphabets, rhymes, songs and dance. The 
children were also taken for visits to parks 
and zoos outside. Dr R. Revathy visited 
the centre regularly for health check-ups 
and also provided guidance to parents 
on health care for the children. 
Vocational Training Centre 

During the year, 22 women students 
were taught weaving and tailoring. The 
course covered designing, preparing 
patterns, layout and estimate of the cloth 
requirement, cutting of fabrics for children 
and ladies dresses and 40 kinds of 
embroidery stitches. Certificates were 
given to the successful candidates. The 
centre prepared towels, napkins, jute 
carpets, cotton carpets, meditation mats. 
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variety of ladies handbags, travelling 
bags, and purses which were displayed 
during the convention. During August 
2011, a new beginning has been made by 
conducting a short vocational training 
course in electrical and plumbing trades 
with the help of Mr Ram Kumar, 
Maintenance Superintendent, and his 
staff. Eight former students of the Oleott 
Memorial High School underwent the 
course which provided them with the 
basic skills to take up apprenticeship in 
these trades leading to job opportunities. 
HPB Hostel 

This year the hostel accommodated 
nineteen boys from different schools, 
including eleven from Oleott Memorial 
High School. The boys follow a daily 
routine that includes morning and evening 
prayers, meditation and completion of 
school homework. Nutritious food is 
provided and periodical medical check¬ 
ups arc done for the boys. During the

The centre created 
awareness among common pet owners, 
and vaccinated 1041 animals for 
distemper, 250 animals for carona, 63 
animals for cat flu, and 948 animals for 
rabies.

They have been touched and encouraged 
by the concern of their fellow Thcosophists 
around the world. The TOS’s largest 
collaborative effort this year has been in 
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emergency relief to the Horn of Africa. 
The TOS in Kenya identified a starving 
population in the town of Kitui, 130 km 
east of Nairobi, and 55 families arc being 
fed for six months, with help from the 
Nairobi TOS team, and from TOS and TS 
members in several countries. 

The TOS United Nations Committee 
chaired by Lorraine Christensen of 
Canada has produced its first brochure 
inviting Thcosophists to engage in 
activities in support of UN aspirations in 
the realm of world peace, unity and the 
relief of suffering. The TOS thanks Pedro 
Oliveira and Ananya Rajan in particular 
for their help in researching the TS’s 
extensive history of support for the UN 
and for its predecessor, the League of 
Nations. Spanish language co-ordinator, 
Fernando Perez Martin, has produced 
several more issues of an electronic 
newsletter presenting ideas to our many 
Hispanic members for supporting the work 
of the UN. Twenty-three issues have 
appeared since December 2008. 

A Spanish edition of Nelda Samarcfs 
booklet. Helping the Dying , has been 
published by the TOS in the Philippines 
and has been widely distributed. A 
Portuguese translation is also in progress. 
The Kern Foundation, under its Advising 
Trustee, John Kern, has once again 
provided a matching grant to support the 
Golden Link College in the Philippines. 
We arc grateful to the Foundation and to 
John, and also to the TOS in America for 
processing donations to meet the grant 
target each year. The college continues 
to attract considerable interest among 


Thcosophists because of its attempts to 
integrate thcosophical ideas and inner 
transformation work into the daily life of 
the students. An article outlining the 
thcosophical content and practice in the 
curricula from kindergarten to tertiary 
level is now available at http:// 
intemational.thcoscrvice.org/aiticl_cs.htrnl. 
TOS members in Australia, Singapore and 
New Zealand in particular, have sent 
thousands of books to the Philippines this 
year. A great deal of humanitarian service 
work goes on at our international TS 
headquarters in Adyar, Chennai, India. 
This year we have run a series of photo¬ 
graphic reports by George and Gailcnc 
Wester of Australia on three of the four 
activities operating under its umbrella. 

The TOS in India touches tens of 
thousands of lives each year. An animal 
welfare programme in Assam, the ‘Seeing 
Eyes for Everyone* project in Chennai, 
Delhi Region’s free dental service and 
vocational training centres for rural 
women, Bihar’s work lodging the blind, 
the 500 educational sponsorships organ¬ 
ised by Mumbai Region, the thalasscmic 
children project of Bhubaneswar and 
village welfare initiatives in Karnataka 
and Gujarat arc notable. 

The TOS members in Australia raised 
funds for activities in their local 
communities such as tutoring refugees in 
English, knitting knee rugs for nursing 
homes, supporting a refuge for homeless 
women, working in ‘soup kitchens’ for the 
homeless, putting together packs of 
clothes and toys for babies and children 
going into care, helping in animal shelters, 
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collecting for relief appeals and 
volunteering in aged-care centres and 
cancer support groups. Through 
conducting seminars, talks and petitions 
they raised awareness about social and 
animal welfare issues. The TOS in 
Australia also reaches out to support TOS 
groups and projects overseas. 

Farceda and Aman Amir continue to 
do outstanding work in keeping the TOS's 
work in Pakistan going at a time when, 
for security reasons, the TS has had to 
suspend almost all its activities. In fact 
the TOS’s extensive service in the 
community has helped protect the TS’s 
interests. The education sponsorship 
programme, the literacy home schools and 
the Jamshcd Montcssori School are 
functioning well, thanks to the courage of 
the teachers and administrative staff. 

Formed last year in Hungary, the 
youngest TOS group has already acquired 
official registration as a non-profit service 
organisation. The group’s first major 
undertaking has been to ‘adopt’ a flood- 
affected town in the north. While its first 
gesture has been to offer emergency relief, 
its long term goal is to help the villagers 
build their own active self-help community. 
An interesting facet of the TOS’s work is 
the self-training its members engage in to 
develop the skills needed for service work. 
For every four or five newcomers, a 
special orientation programme is planned 
in which the whole group participates. The 
members wish to ensure that their service 
work is thoroughly grounded in what they 
refer to as ‘theosophical spirituality’. 

The TOS International Secretary 


attended the Summer School of the TS in 
England in August and gave a power 
point presentation on the work of the TOS 
around the world. She was happy to sec 
the TOS team in England operating in its 
own gentle and harmonious way. The new 
convenor of the TOS in Nairobi, Kenya, 
Usha Shah, has initiated three projects this 
year in addition to spearheading famine 
relief work already mentioned: the 
distribution of teddy bears knitted by TOS 
members in Italy for children affected by 
tragedy, a tree-planting project with 
primary school children, and the teaching 
of skills enabling needy women to increase 
their family income. Rosclla Milani 
Fanzio has started out her role as new 
director of the TOS in Italy by launching 
a ‘one euro for our Pakistan home schools’ 
appeal to which members were invited to 
donate when they renewed their TS 
membership dues this year. This simple 
idea was remarkably successful: the 
members responded in a characteristically 
generous fashion. The new coordinator of 
the TOS in Brazil, Andrea Dias dc 
Mcndonca Rcscndc, and her team give 
everyone at the TS's Summer School in 
January and at its National Meeting mid¬ 
year an opportunity to contribute to the 
activity in some way: helping to set up 
and run a sale table, making, donating or 
buying sale items, identifying suitable 
local beneficiaries for the money raised, 
and buying and personally delivering the 
donated articles.

The highlight of the year was the 45th 
Convention of the Section, hosted by 
Kitwe Lodge of Zambia Region with 
Guest Speaker Ms Mary Anderson. The 
new Kitwe Lodge premises with a 
beautiful hall was formally opened on 
22 April, 2011. The Nairobi and Dar- 
cs-Salaam Lodges arc active in TOS 
activities and celebrated important 
Theosophical Days: Adyar Day, White 
Lotus Day, Buddha Pumima, Dr Annie 
Besant's Birthday and the International 
Foundation Day. In 2011, Nairobi Lodge 
issued three quarterly programmes and 
two newsletters.

The studies of the Lodges continue, 
like in previous years with several themes 
based on theosophical books. In Havana

ENGLAND 


This year’s Summer School was held 
in Bristol University for the third time, and 
the guest speaker was Bhupendra Vora, 
who delivered the Blavatsky lecture ‘The 
Bodhisattva Path’. There were several 
lectures and workshops, as well as discus¬ 
sion sessions during the Summer School. 
Several well attended weekend events 
took place across the Section including a 
weekend hosted by the North West 
Federation in April, with the theme ‘The 
Heart of Mysticism', and Guest Speaker 
Jenny Baker. In May, the Southern 
Federation held a weekend conference at 
Tckcls Park with the theme ‘Esoteric 
Aspirations’, with guest speaker Mary 
Anderson. The London Headquarters has 
been very active this year with weekly 
study and discussion sessions as also 
several lectures. The group studying and 
discussing Isis Unveiled has been well 
attended throughout the year. The new 
Gnostic Lodge has had meetings every 
week and seen regular attendance of 20 


to 30 people. The Dhyana Centre Lodge 
recorded 215 enquirers over the year. 
Membership of the English TS in this 
lodge is now 91 (up from 50 last year). 
The ‘Diploma in Theosophy’ distance 
learning course covering basic thcosoph- 
ical principles which started in October 
last year, was concluded this September; 
134 students took the examinations and 
the course was well received. The course 
will again be conducted in January and is 
also open to overseas members. The 
National Speakers Scheme provides an 
excellent pool of knowledge through 
the speakers and is available to non- 
thcosophical groups and events as well as 
the Theosophical lodges. The Tckcls Park 
estate continues to deplete resources of the 
English TS, and the matter is yet 
unresolved despite the majority decision 
to sell Tckcls Park for the last three years.

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FINLAND 


The Finnish Section has twenty-five 
Lodges and two study groups of which 
two Lodges are in Estonia. Membership 
was 437. This year the Section had several 
guest speakers. Mr C. V. K. Maithreya 
was a speaker in the Finnish Summer- 
School at Kreivila and in the Estonian 
Summer-School at Rakvcrc, and also gave 
well-attended public lectures. Chairman of 
the European Federation of the TS (EFTS) 
Ms Tran-Thi-Kim-Dieu conducted a 
Silent Retreat on Entering the Stream of 
Learning. Mr Ingo dc Jong from Sweden 
conducted a seminar in Helsinki on The 
Secret Doctrine and Mr Hannu Vicnoncn 
led a Secret Doctrine week-end in the 
North. Mr Pertti Spots, General Secretary 
of Sweden visited Finland and gave a 
public lecture in Helsinki. There were 
public lectures every Sunday and Lodges

Publicity was given on 
television and radio about a prominent 
public figure, Yrjo Kallincn, a past minister 
of Defence, an eminent Thcosophist who 
founded three Lodges and was the Vice- 
chairman of the TS for several terms but 
whose Thcosophical work was not known 
to the public.

FRANCE 


The French Section continued to offer 
free courses on basic and modem 
Theosophy.

GERMANY 


The Annual Summer School of the 
German Section was held this year in July 
at Lippstadt, with the theme “The Journey 
is the Goal - Theosophy in Daily Life', 
with guest speakers Miss Mary Anderson 
and Mr C. V. K. Maitreya.

The TS work in Iceland last year 
started with the Summer School in July 
where former General Secretary, Halldor 
Haraldsson gave a talk on ‘Thorbergur 
Thordason and Theosophy', Thorbergur 
being the first Icelandic writer to translate 
Indian philosophic works into Icelandic. 
The motto of the school this time was taken 
from a quotation by J. Krishnamurti, ‘You 
arc the World and the World is You’. 
Many fine talks were given and an 
innovation was introduced with free 
contributions from the members, such as 
reading, slide show, singing, anecdotes, 
music, dancing etc. A Presentation 
Meeting was held in October where varied 
short talks were given by older and newer 
members. Two interviews were taken with 
the General Secretary on two Radio 
channels. The Icelandic name of the TS 
was changed from ‘Gudspckifclaglslands’ 
to ‘Lifspckifclaglslands’. The new name 
describes well the object and the core of 
the society and prevents the misunder¬ 
standing that the Society is a religious 


organization. After the change this year, 
twenty-two new members joined the 
Society. Along with maintaining the 
homepage with various articles and 
programmes, the Section also started a 
facebook page last year. The traditional 
newsletter Lifspekifelag, Mundilfari, 
continues to come out thrice a year.

INDIA 


The 120th Indian Section Convention 
was inaugurated at Adyaroi^27 December 
2010 by the Intcmaional President. The 
Indian Section Convention symposium 
was held on 29 December 2010, in which 
short talks on ‘Tread the Path: The 
Theosophical Way’ were delivered by Mr 
Vinayak Pandya, Dr R. Revathy and Dr 
L. Nagesh. In the section’s Head Quarters 
at Varanasi Dr Annie Besant’s birthday. 


the Foundation Day and Adyar Day were 
celebrated. Dr Atul Bhatnagar delivered 
an inspiring talk on Foundation Day. A 
symposium was organized on (i) ‘Annie 
Besant’s contribution in Nation Building* 
and (ii) ‘Annie Besant on Education and 
Women’s Education' and (iii) ‘Annie 
Besant to the Students and Youth’. 

Kashi Tattva Sabha organized twenty- 
two public lectures this year. The weekly 
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study meeting covered the books The Way 
to Wisdom and On the Watch Tower by 
N. Sri Ram. Yoga Vasishtha is being 
studied in Brahma Vidya Sangoshthi. A 
study camp on At the Feet of the Master 
was held in October, 2010, and was 
attended by 71 delegates from 10 Theo¬ 
sophical Federations. The 88th South 
India Theosophical Conference was held 
at Adyar in April 2011; the theme, 
introduced by Dr Radha Bumier, was ‘The 
Laws of the Higher Life’. 

The Indian Section organized a 
National Seminar at Hyderabad in October 
2010, which was attended by 40 delegates 
and 50 local members of the four Lodges 
in the city. The theme of the Seminar was 
‘The True Path of Theosophy’. Two study 
camps on ‘Significant Factors of 
Theosophy’ were held in Varanasi in 
March and April. The first camp was. 
conducted in English by Dr N. C. 
Ramanujachary, on topics relating to 
Monads, Permanent Atoms, Group Souls 
and Fohat. The second camp was 
conducted in Hindi by Mr P. K. Jayaswal. 
The intention was to delve into the 
fundamental doctrines concerning the 
Eternal Essence, Manifestation and the 
Path. General Secretary Mr S. Sundaram 
delivered the inaugural addresses for the 
Annual Conferences of many of the 
Federations and also gave public lectures 
in several places on Theosophical 
subjects. The national lecturers and some 


other eminent members also travelled to 
different places and delivered lectures. 

Dr Radha Burnier, International 
President, spoke on ‘Our Future’ and 
‘Theosophy and the Work of Youth’ in 
the Annual Conference of the Bombay 
Theosophical Federation. Vice-President 
Mrs Linda Oliveira and Mr Pedro Oliveira 
also delivered lectures in Bombay and 
Gujarat. The Eastern Zonal Theosophical 
Conference was held at Guwahati in 
February 2011. The Zonal Conference 
of Western Zone of the TOS was held 
in Surat in May. The North Zone 
Conference of the TOS was held at 
Raipur in September, and the South Zone 
Conference was held at Guntur in 
September. For the last ten years the 
Varanasi Development Authority had 
been trying to convince the Indian Section 
to surrender some of its land at the 
Headquarters for the purpose of road- 
widening. A settlement was finally 
reached with adequate compensation. 

The Section's journal was published 
every month, with an average monthly 
circulation of 3375 copies. The member¬ 
ship of the Section on 30 September, 
2011 was 12,147. The year saw 83 
members pass to peace including Bro. 
Murari Lai Gupta, Col. R. G. Bhadbhadc, 
Bro N. Muthuswamy, Bro. Jagdish Dubcy 
and Dr R. K. Bancrji.

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ITALY 


The Institutional Bodies, the General 
Council, the Executive Committee and the 
General Secretariat have regularly 
completed their activities throughout the 
year. Italy has been celebrating the 150th 
anniversary of National Unity in 2011. 
Scholars highlighted the relationship 
between HPB and other thcosophists with 
Mazzini and Garibaldi as well as between 
futurist artists and the theosophical 
movement. Books, press articles and TV 
programmes have presented the subject 
in a positive way and the General 
Secretary has been frequently interviewed 
on this. The group of Florence now has a 
scat which currently belongs to the I.T.S. 
thanks to an inheritance. Books published 
by the official publishing house of the 
I.T.S, the Edizioni Tcosofichc ITalianc, 
were: Man and his Bodies by Annie 
Besant, Dreams by C. W. Lcadbcater, 
Karma by Annie Besant and Lungo le Vie 
del Cuore by Antonio Girardi. The Rivista 
Italiana di Tcosofia has been regularly 
published every month with 1,300 copies 
issued. The I.T.S worked with the 


European Theosophical Federation and 
the Swiss Theosophical Society to 
organize the Monte Vcrita theosophical 
seminar in April, the theme of which was 
‘Order, Freedom and Love in Thcosoph- 
ical Research.’ More than one hundred 
members from Italy attended the 97th 
National Congress of the I.T.S. in Assisi 
at the end of May 2011, on the subject of 
‘Theosophy and Meditation.’ Over two 
hundred members and others followed the 
Congress on the Internet. The Italian Sec¬ 
tion also organized a seminar in September 
on ‘Gnosis and Theosophy’ in Grado. The 
official website of the I.T.S has been 
enriched with more materials on the 10th 
World Congress, the Centenary Congress 
of the I.T.S in 2002 and lectures from the 
97th National Congress.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


In September 2010, National Secretary 
David Bruce facilitated the Olcott 
Experience, an event where group leaders 
from various study centres and lodges 
receive training at the national centre. 
Fifteen members participated. This year 
several DVDs were sent to local lodges 
and study centres, including The Seven 
Rays by John Algeo and Theosophy: 


Tradition. Revelation. Innovation by Joy 
Mills. The National Lodge has been 
studying ‘The Seven Rays,’ using material 
taken from Geoffrey Hodson and Ernest 
Wood. We continue to receive many 
requests from prisoners for enrolment in 
our correspondence courses. Currently, 
over 60 prisoners arc enrolled. David 
Bruce oversees the prison programme and 
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has enlisted a number of members as 
volunteer mentors. There are now a total 
of 183 audio MP3 programmes in the 
Audio-Video Department that are 
accessible via the Audio Library website, 
and can be streamed or downloaded. 43 
new CD titles and 32 new video DVD titles 
were produced this year. A number of 
excellent Theosophy-specific video 
programmes are also available, including 
Milwaukee Memoirs with Joy Mills — 
a tribute to the Milwaukee Lodge where 
Ms Joy Mills began her Thcosophical 
career. The Henry S. Olcott Memorial 
library continues to emphasize access 
and visibility. Throughout the year, 
library programming has melded with 
thcosophical outreach by the Educational 
Services and Outreach Department. The 
library also hosts the Thcosophical 
Study Group, which meets weekly. The 
Educational Services and Outreach 
programmes this year included ‘Essentials 
of Buddhism’, ‘Awakening to Higher 
Consciousness’, ‘The Evolution of God’ 
and 'Life as Sacred Theatre’. A TSWiki 
is being developed, with current articles 
about Theosophy and the TS in America. 


The Thcosophical Publishing House 
reports a dip in sales, partly due to the 
popularity of e-books. We have begun to 
move forward in converting our titles as 
well. Books published in 2011 include 
The Brightened Mind by Ajahn Sumano 
Bhikku, Sufism and the Way of Blame by 
Yannis Toussulis and The Quotable 
Krishnamurti by Robert Epstein. 

Our tree planting program continued 
and another ten trees were planted in 
May 2011, bringing the total number of 
trees planted to forty-six in four years, 
funded by the contributions from 
members to the Tree Replacement Fund. 
With the success of Capital Funds 
Campaign, we have been able to renovate 
and make capital improvements on 
our national centre. Projects on the 
building have now been completed. The 
TS has been favourably mentioned in 
every report and every media outlet and 
received a high level of acknowledgement 
since the hosting of the Dalai Lama 
in Chicago.
